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THE COMPLETE TEST 





Ever since responsibility for our Olympic Equestrian Team 
was transferred from military to civilian hands, there has been a 
tremendous increase of interest in the Three Day Event, otherwise 
known as the Concours Complet or Complete Test. When this event 
was conceived, some forty years ago, it was designed to test the capa- 
bilities of an officer’s charger. On the first day the manoeuvres 
used on the parade ground were simulated by relatively simple 
dressage figures. On the second day the ability to carry dispatches 
at speed across country was tested by a course some twenty miles 
in length which included three phases: roads and trails, steeple- 
chase and jumping natural obstacles across country. On the third 
day the horse’s ability to perform the above tests and still come out 
sound and ready for work was tested by jumping a stadium course. 

Since more than half the countries currently sending eques- 
trian teams to the Olympic Games no longer have officers chargers 
(their cavalries having been abolished), the present appropriate- 
ness of the test has frequently been questioned. If not officers 
chargers, then what? Most of the questioners will agree that the 
cross country horse is the animal now to be tested. But when it 
comes to just which tests are most appropriate for the purpose 
there is more disagreement than anything else. 

That some modification is in order to meet the changing times 
has been recognised by the F.E.I. (Federation Equestre Interna- 
tionale) under whose rules the Olympic Games and most interna- 
tional horse shows are conducted. Last December this body voted 
to omit the collected gaits from the dressage requirements of the 
first day. Unfortunately it made no corresponding changes in the 
rest of the event so that the small circles, which were possible to 
execute at collected gaits, became impossible at ordinary gates—a dis- 
crepancy forcefully brought home to the F.E.I. at its championship 
event, the European Horse Trials, held at Windsor, England last May. 
A discussion of the difficulties by Col. Hope appears elsewhere in this 
issue. 
There is also an influential body of opinion which holds that 
the dressage tests appropriate for an officer’s charger are entirely 
inappropriate for a hunter. Also in this issue are some concrete 
suggestions along these lines written by Captain V. S. Littauer. 
Recently in England Horse and Hound has published an article 
objecting that the steeplechase phase is entirely too slow to test a 
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*chaser and that the cross country 
phase presents a series of ob- 
stacles which are _ practically 
never found in the hunting field 
and which no one would think of 
negotiating if they were. 

Whether we agree or disagree 
with these points of view or have 
additional suggestions to make, 
we still have to realise that this is 
not only the complete test, but the 
supreme test, at least at the in- 
ternational level, When we match 
the best horses and riders in the 
world we have to face them with 
tests of such severity that only 
the very best can negotiate them. 
Once tests at this level have been 
fixed we can then proceed to 
modify them in accordance with 
national and local conditions, em- 
phasising dressage in countries 
where it is popular; the cross 
country phase in hunting dis- 
tricts; and stadium jumping in 
countries where there is particu- 
lar enthusiasm for horse shows. 

In an age of specialization 
there is something particularly 
appealing about complete tests. 
We look forward confidently to 
their continued growth and deve- 
lopment in this country.

Ever since I can remember I have 
been a student of God’s creatures. At 
the age of 16, I had a collection ot lepi- 
doptera (butterflies and moths, Marion) 
of which any boy of ten would be proud. 
1 got to slinging around names like 
Papilio turnus ana Anosia plexippus and 
always was chasing around the country- 
side with a net. I nad some adventures, 
too; like the night I took a pertect 
specimen of Actius luna in a lady’s 
back yard and she called the cops be- 
cause she thought I was looking in her 
window. She wasn’t bad, either, for an 
old bag of 25 years. 

In later decades, I found my dissect- 
ing blade turning, more and more, to- 
ward sub-species of sapiens. To two, 
in particular, I have devoted years of 
field work; these are the publicity agent 
and the horse-player. Indeed, it is dif- 
ficult to say which is the more fascinat- 
ing subject for study.

Monmouth Park 

In his best race, Saratoga looked to 
be about a length off Nashua at even 
weights—that’s how they finished in the 
Preakness; in his best race, Traffic 
Judge, appeared to be about half a 
length off Nashua, getting six pounds— 
that’s how they finished in the classic. 

When these two colts met in the 
Choice Stakes with Saratoga carrying 
126 and Traffic Judge 122, students of 
form were confronted with a mathemat- 
ical problem that called for a long ses- 
sion with the slide rule. The final 
figures showed Saratoga (*Blenheim II 
blood and all) at 3 to 5 and Traffic 
Judge at 21 to 10. The percentage of 
chance might have been a bit off, but 
the answer was right. 

Saratoga won and just did. The Mont- 
pelier colt, under Sammy Boulmetis 
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was first from the gate, yielded the 
lead to Tony’s Chance and got it back 
after a quarter of a mile. Then Nance’s 
Lad had a try at the winner, with no 
success. Traffic Judge made his bid next 
and went into lead, and this one was 
troublesome. He made it a race down to 
the wire and lost by a head. Nance’s 
Lad was eight lengths back and Jabneh 
and Tony’s Chance were strung out 
behind him. The Choice is at 1% miles. 

It was the fifth win for Saratoga in 
1955 in 12 starts. He has been second 4 
times and third once. He collected 
$19,750 for Montpelier (Mrs. M. duPont 
Scott) and shows a 1955 total of $164,950. 

The son of *Blenheim II-*Shipshape 
Il, by Blue Peter took 5 out of 11 last 
year (plus 1 second and 3 thirds) and 
earned $37,775. Stakes wins were in the 
Spalding Lowe Jenkins and Bowie End- 
urance Gold Cup Stakes.

Saratoga-at-Jamaica 

Last year Brookmeade Stable won 
the Merchant’s & Citizens Handicap with 
Capeador and did a reapeat this year 
(July 30) with First Aid. 

The mile-and-three-sixteens Merch- 
ant’s & Citizen’s is a race that belongs to 
the people of Saratoga, as indicated by 
the apostrophes, but is run on Long 
Island, these days. 

The most exciting thing about the ’55 
running was the fact that the favourite 
was licked. That was High Tide Stable’s 
Fabulist. He ran second, beaten 2% 
lengths. He had some excuses, but not 
enough. 

First Aid (*Bernborough—Humane, by 
Broadside) broke on top, then was taken 
back slightly by Atkinson, allowing 
Winning Count to have his moment in 
the sun. First Aid regained the lead 
with about three-eights of a mile to go 
and scampered home. Winning Count 
dropped back fast but couldn’t get 
worse than third, because the other two 
in the race were dropping back faster. 
He finished six lengths behind Fabulist 
and the same distance before Brown 
Booter, which gathered in fourth money. 

A five-year-old gelding, First Aid was 
registering his first win of the year. He 
has been second once and third twice, 
and with the $18,850 from the M & C has 
edrned $24,750. Last season he won two 
races, the Omnibus and Southern Mary- 
land Handicaps and brought in $53,950. 
Besides his wins, he was second 4 
times and third once. 

In case you just came in Brookmeade 
belongs to Mrs. Isabel Dodge-Sloane and 
the horses are trained by Preston Burch. 

Leslie Combs bred First Aid. 





Closing at 45 to 100, Dark Charger 
gave her constituents little worry in 
the Adirondack on July 27. She started 
quickly and hit the stretch ten lengths 
to the good. She won the 5%-furlong 
race by 7% lengths, easily. Levee, First 
Asking and Mabe Cee battled for second 
place most of the way and finished in 
the order given. 

It was the 46th running of the event 
for two-year-old fillies. 

Earlier, Dark Charger won the Polly 
Drummond and was second in the Bay 
State Kindergarten and the Colleen. 

The Adirondack prize, $8,875, put 
her earnings at $34,980. She has won 
6 of her 9 races and been second twice. 

Racing for Mrs. Helen M. Kellogg, 
Dark Charger was bred by Murlogg 
Farm which belongs to the same lady. 
The filly may have all the corn flakes 
she wants free, because that’s the 
family she’s in. ‘

Arlington Park 

Last week, in referring to Platan, I 
said, “Harry Trotsek has this one right, 
so look out.” I trust this was not con- 
strued as a suggestion to bet, but I 
hope you did. 

Platan came through again in the 
$100,000 Arlington Handicap on the 
grass. The mutuels payoff wasn’t too 
big, but if you thought enough of him 
to bet $200,000, you collected $760,000, 
and that’s really making money. 

__ Though the field numbered 15, the 
idea seemed to be to beat High Gun, 
and six of ’em did. 

Platan had two stablemates to help 
him, Ruhe and Mister Black, but neither 
contributed much to the excitement of 
the race. 

High Gun went into the lead early, 
followed by Kaster and Platan. After 
going five-eights of a mile (in the 1 3/16- 
mile race), Platan moved past Kaster 
and began to press High Gun. The 
Hasty House horse went ahead as the 
pressure of 130 pounds on his back be- 
gan to tell on High Gun. 

At the eight pole, Platan was 1% 
lengths on top with Blue Choir second 
and High Gun third. At the wire, the 
winner’s margin was three lengths and 
his time, 1:5434 was a new American 
turf course mark. Platan carried 117 
pounds. 

Impasse came with the customary late 
rush that often gets him part of the 
purse but rarely the main part, to 
finish second. 

Mark Ye Well was third and Social 
Outcast fourth. 
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Platan is a five-year-old brown horse 
by Platter, from Tatanne, by St. James. 
He was bred by Erdenheim Farms Co. 

Hasty House Farm (Mr. ard Mrs. Allie 
Reuben) owns Platan, and of course 
Harry Trotsek trains him. Johnny Adams 
had the mount in the Arlington Handi- 
cap. 

The winner’s share, $104,650, gives 
Platan $151,415 for 1955. He has won 
3 out of 5 “races and finished third 
once. 

He did not race last season. 

Hasty House took the Arlington Hand- 
icap in 1954 with Stan. 





Mrs. H. J. Damm’s Arab Actress was 
the surprise winner of the Arlington 
Matron Handicap July 27; she took the 
one-mile feature by a length. 

The handicapping job of Pat Farrell 
must be applauded, as he had 13 fe- 
male Thoroughbreds within a space of 
six lengths at the end. Number 13, in- 
cidentally, was favorite, Insouciant. 

Clear Dawn, Carry the News and Blue 
Hawaii were second, third and fourth, 
respectively. 

Insouciant was in close quarters in 
the 16-horse field and never was closer 
than seventh. 

By Burg-el-Arab, from the *Bull Dog 
mare, Center Stage, Arab Actress earn- 
ed $37,100 in her Matron triumph. She 
has enriched Mrs. Damm to the extent of 
$43,975 this season. 

The five-year-old mare has won 2 
races and been third once in 4 starts. 

Mrs. Damm bred her. 

R. H. Raines is the trainer. 

W. M. Cook had the mount in the

Relic Gelding Dear Brutus Wins Midsummer 
Hurdle Handicap Over *Carafar

Monmouth Park’s three weeks of 
hurdle racing closed with a blaze of 
glory on Friday, July 29, when 8 of the 
18 nominees elected to battle it out for 
the 5th running of the Midsummer 
Hurdle Handicap. At the conclusion of 
the 134 miles test over 10 hurdles, Col. 
L. H. Nelles’ Dear Brutus scored a nose 
decision over John M. Schiff’s *Carafar 
to pick up a net sum of $11,650 from 
the gross purse of $17,100. Unable to 
threaten in the stretch run, the Happy 
Hill Farm’s Prince Regent finished 3rd, 
a length and a half off the closely- 
matched leaders. 

Excepting Mrs. Arthur W. McGrath’s 
*Camee, who was off late and never 
threatened, all of the contenders 
brought rising hopes to their backers 
at one time or another during the run- 
ning. Carrying the second high weight 
assignment of 151 pounds, the French- 
bred *Carfar looked all over a winner 
as he led into the final obstacle 1% 
lengths to the good of his field. However, 
he bobbled badly sending jockey Flint 
Schulhofer up on his neck and on land- 
ing with a jolt upon all 4 feet, the 
gelding came to a brief standstill. The 
mishap permitted Scott Riles on Dear 
Brutus to come through on the inside 
and drive his mount to the fore. Getting 
his mount in full stride in a hurry, 
Schulhofer rode like a demon, only to 
fail by a scant nose as the pair reached 
the wire. 

Coming from 7th position in the early 
stages, where he bobbled the first 
hurdle, Dear Brutus received a well- 
judged ride as Riles saved every inch 
of ground possible. As others pressed 
C. Tt. Chenery’s Permain for front-run- 
ning honors, Riles elected to save 
ground rather than rush his mount into 
contention. Showing the way after a 
turn of the field, Permain was threat- 
ened by Mrs. A. A. Bigelow’s *Par 
Amour. Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ Ancestor 
and Mrs. C. Paul Denckla’s Songai, at 
various times. Unable to sustain his 
pace-making chore, Permain, under R. 
S. McDonald,.was displaced by *Carafar 
as the pair sailed over the 8th of the 
lesser obstacles. Moving well within 
himself. *Carafar seemed a certain win- 
ner until the mishap over the final 
hurdle cost him the race. 

Carrying 139 pounds over the course 
which benefited by light rains on the 
preceding night, Dear Brutus recorded 
3:20 for the trip. The event marked 
his first victory over hurdles this sea- 
son and his initial triumph in a stake 
between the flags. By Relic (now at stud 
in France), out of Jinkytown, by Little- 
town, the 4-year-old colt is trained by 
Mrs. C. E. Adams, America’s leading 
feminine trainer of Thoroughbreds. His 
owner, long a supporter of steeplechas- 
ing and hurdling in this country, is a 
resident of Oakville, Ontario, Canada. 

With an extra race added to the final 
week of hurdle racing, Monmouth Park 
offered a race between the flags every 
day except Saturday. Named the Festoon 
Farm in honor of the Allison Sterns’ 
Scobeyville residence, a 1% mile event 
for maiden hurdles opened the week’s 
sport. A full field of 12 accepted the 


issue and C. Mahlon Kline’s Polly Pep 
came from almost last in the early 
stages to score by a neck over George 
T. Weymouth’s Corkage. Faltering in the 
tight stretch battle, Mrs. C. E. Adams’ 
Morpheus finished third, just a nose 
away from Corkage. The only mishap 
in the event, which was run in 2:44% 
over a firm course, occured over the 
7th obstacle, where Mrs. M. G. Walsh’s 
Fripperty lost Charles Harr, when she 
bobbled. 

Trainer J. V. H. Davis sent forth his 
third winner of the meeting when he 
saddled Mrs. Henry Obre’s *Xapcourt to 
account for an allowance test on Tues- 
day, July 26. Not satisfied with the 
lion’s share of the $3,500 purse, trainer 
Davis also sent out Allison Stern’s *Dan- 
ny Boy 2nd to pick up the place award. 
Having won his last outing at Aqued- 
uct, the French-bred horse and his 
French rider, Daniel Deluanay, made 
it two straight when they beat their 
stablemate by 1% lengths over the firm 
course. Mrs. C. E. Adams’ Big Clown, 
who broke his maiden at Monmouth 
Park on July 21, finished 3rd in the 134 
miles test, which was run in 3:24%. 

Wednesday, July 27, was United Hunts 
day at Monmouth and some 250 mem- 
bers of the noted association were on 
hand to see Charles W. Stitzer’s *An- 
other Hyacinth win the major portion 
of the $4,000 purse. Ably handled by 
A. P. “Paddy” Smithwick, the eventual 
winner wore down Col. L. H. Nelles’ 
Winnie The Imp (Last year’s winner) in 
the early stages. Leading over the last 
3 hurdles, *Another Hyacinth was press- 
ed by Allison Stern’s *Irish Pageant, 
who was supplanted for place honors 
over the final hurdle by Mrs. L. C. 
Ledyard’s fast-closing Actinic. Using all 
of his undoubted ability, Smithwick 
held his mount together in the short 
stretch run to prevail by a scant neck at 
the finish. Further back, *Irish Pageant 
held gamely to save 3rd honors a % 
length in front of Morris H. Dixon’s 
Pine Shot. 

Following the popular victory, which 
was scored in 2:424 for the 1% miles 
test, the amateur-rider-owner, was 
awarded the United Hunts plate by Mrs. 
Cortright Wetherill, an associate direc- 
tor of the association. Trophies were 
also presented to the victorious rider, 
and trainer M. G. “Mickey” Walsh. 

The full fields which prevailed for 
most of Monmouth Park’s hurdle races 
turned out for a 1% mile claiming race 
on Thursday, July 28. An even dozen 
with a $4,000 claiming tag accepted 
the issue and the winner emerged in 
Mrs. M. G. Walsh’s Crag under the 
guidance of Charles Harr. It was Mrs. 
Walsh’s 2nd victory of the three week 
session and a triple for trainer Mickey 
Walsh. Second over the final hurdle, 
Crag bested Elizabeth C. Bosley’s The 
Beagler in the stretch run to win by 
1% lengths. The latter, ridden by James 
Murphy, just managed to save the place 
award, a neck to the good of George T. 
Weymouth’s Chee Oaks. Mrs. John M. 
Burke’s *Archery 2nd ran an improved 
race to finish a gaining 4th, about a 
% length off Chee Oaks. Mrs. A. C.

Stokes’ Tarfside registered the only 
casuality when he fell over the second 
hurdle. Although he did not appear to 
sustain any injury from the mishap, 
Tarfside managed to crush some bones 
in the fetlock area of a front leg while 
running loose or while being vanned 
back to his stable in Lincroft. Follow- 
ing professional advice after an exam- 
ination, Mrs. Stokes’ hurdler was human- 
ely destroyed. 

Registering his first winning race this 
season, Crag covered the firm course 
and 9 hurdles in 2:47%.

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Keeneland Establishes New Record Average of 


$11,167, as 346 Yearlings Bring $3,863,700 





The Breeders’ Sales Company which 
customarily sets records with their 
Keeneland Summer Sales of selected 
yearlings, did it again this year when 
346 yearlings were sold for $3,863,700 
setting the new all-time high average of 
$11,167 — $1,227 over last season. 

Of the 346 yearlings sold in the Lex- 
ington 3-day, 5 session sale, 11 brought 
$40,000 or over — 35 were in the $20,000 
up to $40,000 bracket — 88 were in the 
$10,000 to $20,000 group — while 212 
brought less than $10,000. 

The high point of the sale came on 

Tuesday evening, July 26th, when Hip 
#258, a brown colt by *Nasrullah out of 
Revoked’s full sister In Bloom, by Blue 
Larkspur, was sold to James H. Stone 
of Cincinnati, Ohio for $80,000. The bid- 
der, who was acting as agent for Okla- 
homa oilman Forrest Lindsay, is the son- 
in-law of this colt’s consignor Dr. Elsie 
Asbury, whose Forest Retreat Farm sold 
Determine to Andy Crevolin in 1954’s 
yearling sales. The $80,000 which this 
yearling brought is the 2nd highest price 
ever attained for a yearling at public 
auction in this country — the top being 
the $86,000 which was paid last season 
for the son of *Nasrullah—Lurline B., 
by *Alibhai by the F. J. Adams syndi- 
cate. 
Miss Mildred Woolwine set a record 
for consignors which is more than like- 
ly due to stand for some time. She sent 
2 yearlings — a *Noor—War Flower, by 
Man o’War (a half-brother to Helioscope) 
and a dark bay colt by *Shannon II— 
*Chantress, by Hyperion (brother to Sea 
O’Erin) through the Keeneland ring for 
$120,000, receiving $60,000 apiece, with 
William G| Helis, Jr. the successful bid- 
der on both. 

Leslie Combs II also established a rec- 
ord—his 6 yearlings bringing an aver- 
age of $32,250. Top price of his lot was 
the Roman colt out of *Belle Cane, by 
*Beau Pere at $53,000, purchased by 
Roger W. Wilson. Among the other high 
prices was the $47,000 which Mr. Combs 
received for his *Alibhai colt out of 
Crepe Myrtle, by Equipoise which was 
knocked down to H. M. Warner. » 

Despite the increase of opportunities 
for mares and fillies of class at the 
races, prices at Keeneland for yearling 
fillies did not keep pace. The high dol- 
lar for a member of the “weaker sex” 
was $34,000 with two fillies tied. 

The estate of Samuel D. Riddle’s 
chestnut miss by *Alibhai—War Kilt, by 
Man o’ War which was sold to J. H. 
Rouse, who was acting as agent for an 
undisclosed buyer, and E. E. Dale Shaf- 
fer’s brown filly by *Heliopolis—Sweet 
Woman, by Roman, bought by William 
G. Helis, Jr. 

The most active buyer of the Keene- 
land Sales was J. L. Younghusband who 
bought some 27 yearlings in the name of 
Valley View Farm, and then took the 
Cosmic Bomb—Katylea colt which had 
originally been knocked down to Hasty 
House Farms, to bring his total to 28. 
His purchases cost him $318,000, an 
average of a little better than $11,357. 

In looking at the Keeneland results 
you will note that buyers will still pay 
a fantastically high dollar for a yearling 
by a top sire and out of a proven pro- 
ducer or reasonable facsimile thereof. 
However, there are certain to be a num- 
ber of bargain yearlings to come out of 
this sale for the middle was weak. One 
of the most encouraging notes for the 


sales to come, is that, according to re- 
port, the last session of Keeneland was 
the best with buyers seemingly afraid 
they were going to go away empty hand- 
ed, which resulted in several “betting- 
duels” lifting prices over the pre-sales 
estimate. 


KEENELAND AVERAGES 

From the standpoint of best averages 
by sires at the Keeneland Summer Sales. 
July 25-27. The father and son combina- 
tion of *Nasrullah and *Noor practically 
swept the honors. Three of the get of 
*Nasrullah averaged $49,333 the second 
best average in Keeneland Sales history. 
Last year three yearlings by the same 
sire brought $56,833 apiece. *Noor was 
represented in the vendue by four year- 
lings and they averaged $34,250 for this 
years third best mark, The second best 
average by sire was made by Coaltown 
purchased Wednesday (July 27) by Mar- 
cel Boussac of France from Calumet 
Farm. He had three yearlings average 
$37,333. *Heliopolis, leading sire of last 
year, had three daughters average $25,- 
333; *Alibhai was represented by 11 sons 
and daughters, and they averaged $22,- 
955; Count Fleet 5, averaged $21,100; 
and Roman 8, $20,463.

Reflections On The European Horse Trials 





Unreality of Dressage Test 





Lt. Col. C. E. G. Hope 


(The facts of the European Horse Trials at Windsor Park, England, May 18-21 and 
won by Great Britain for the third time running, have already appeared in 
The Chronicle) 


What of the inferences that may be 
drawn from them as a guide to the fu- 
ture? 

First of all, the dressage phase. Gen- 
erally speaking there was an air of un- 
reality about the whole proceedings. In 
the first place the test, modified from 
that of Basle to eliminate all shortened 
or collected movements, presented rid- 
ers and judges with an insoluble pro- 
gram. The 4-meter half circle at the 
ordinary trot and the 6-meter circles 
at the ordinary canter were impossible 
of accomplishment. The same applies to 
a lesser extent in two-track work at or- 
dinary gaits. Added to these require- 
ments was the undue emphasis on back- 
ward movement — there were three 
rein-backs in the test, which altogether 
made it a most inappropriate prelimin- 
ary to a cross-country gallop. I am sure 
that the training for this test had its in- 
fluence on the cross-country perform- 
ances. However, that may be, not one of 
the competitors carried out the circle 
requirements correctly. 
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Windsor Horse Trials cross-country 

course. the Trakehne stopped a number 
of horses. 


The surprising thing is that these test 
defects were not reflected in the judges’ 
results. Tramella, which was _ placed 
first, is a brilliant little horse; she and 
her rider are a unity — and a most at- 
tractive one — as few other pairs are, 
and they deserved a high mark for 
a smooth and flowing performance; but, 
with dragging hind feet and no exten- 
sion in any of the gaits, she should nev- 
er have been rated above Jubal, the only 
horse really to work his gaits. His was 
also a smooth test, but with the added 
brilliance of extension, especially at the 
canter, which should have put him at 
the top. Close to him was Kilbarry who, 
however, lost all his usually good ex- 
tended work owing to a slight contre- 
temps at the outset. Similarly, there 
were far more than 6 points difference 
between Trux von Kamax (108) and 
Countryman (114). I may say that I 
watched with field glasses, every test, 
over the two days from a point directly 
above the judges’ box, from where every 
aspect of each test, especially the figure 
work, was clearly visible. 

The cross-country course was not com- 
parable to that of Basle, either in severi- 


ty or in natural lay-out. Here we had a 
series of well-designed and beautifully 
made solid fences, few exceeding 3 ft. 
9 ins., cleverly sited over a pleasant, 
slightly undulating terrain, but without 
any relation to it. As one observer put 
it, they were islands suddenly appearing 
before the horse rather than an integral 
part of the land on which he was travel- 
ling. I believe this may have accounted 
for a good many of the refusals which 
marked the careers of most of the com- 
petitors, added to slippery going and 
torrential rain. This was not an Olym- 
pic course, but it was definitely one 
that required intelligent but forceful 
riding rather than pure racing for points. 
In this the British leading riders ex- 
celled, as also did the Irish who, but for 
the elimination of Copper Coin (Miss 
Penelope Moreton) for going the wrong 
side of a flag, might well have finished 
second. Other top class performances 
here were given by Gold Ross, Uranus, 
Trux von Kamax, Jubal, and Radar. 


The third phase was normal, what we 
should call here Grade C, course, which, 
while not so attractive as that at Basle, 
did provide the necessary test of fitness 
and spring. The only major changes 
here were the move up of Gold Ross 
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The log pile, which was jump number 
eight gave little trouble. 


from 5th to 4th and of Brown Sugar 
from 12th to 10th. 

From the point of view of next year’s 
Olympics, Basle makes a better basis 
for assessment than Windsor, for we 
may be sure that the cross-country 
course at Stockholm will be at least as 
stiff as it was at Helsinki. So the em- 
phasis, as I have always. pointed out, 
must be on the second phase and the 
necessity for finishing at all costs. Fit- 
ness of horse and rider will be the first 
consideration, and real skill at judging 
and controlling pace. I hope by next 
year some common-sense will have fil- 
tered into the deliberations of the F.E.IL. 
and a real forward movement test — 
with attractive figure work and_bal- 
anced gait requirements — will have 
been devised. Then we may see a really 
interesting and constructive event with

Transition—The Program Ride 





Vladimir S. Littauer 


Smooth transitions between speeds, 
gaits and different movements, particu- 
larly a series of them, are important to 
achieve in schooling. Many horses, if 
not conditioned mentally and emotion- 
ally to cooperate with a long succession 
of orders, are bewildered by them and 
even made frantic as they cease to un- 
derstand the aids. Gradual training will 
take care of this. Eventually the train- 
ing in transitions consists of riding vari- 
ous programs composed of previously 
learned movements. Such program rides 
are also an excellent means of testing 
the degree of a colt’s achievement, they 
should be simple at first, gradually be- 
coming more difficult and longer. Of 
course, one can teach this lesson to the 
horse in any large field, or even when 
riding cross country, but it is easier (at 
least to start with) in a ring. 

Because program rides, mostly for 
testing riders, are now gaining in popu- 
larity in our shows I would like to dis- 
cuss the subject at more length than 
would be necessary merely from the 
point of view of schooling, Much of what 
I shall say, being based on the principles 
of Forward Riding, will be a recapitula- 
tion (I hope a helpful one) of what I 
have described at length in my previous 
articles of this series. 

The vogue for Program Rides (more 
often than not conceived on Dressage 
principles) was started through the ef- 
forts of our various equestrian organiza- 
tions which wished to interest young 
riders in the procedure of international 
competitions and thus to establish, even- 
tually, a pool of candidates for such 
competitions. Obviously a large number 
of our riders must learn the game if we 
are to have a successful international 
team. 

The first day of the so-called Three 
Day Event of the Olympic Games con- 
sists of a program ride. In this case the 
program mostly calls for an exhibition, 
on a rather elementary level, of old- 
fashioned ring Dressage. No serious 
claim can be made that schooling of this 
type is the only kind which can prepare 
an efficient cross-country horse or a 
jumper. The fact that many horses 
which are among the best in this test 
don’t fare so well in the following ones, 
or vice versa, indicates that the test 
represents additional rather than funda- 
mental education for a hunter or a 
jumper. 

However, one cannot argue against 
the presence of this extra-curricular 
knowledge in the competition officially 
called “Complete Test of Equitation”. In 
this “Versatility Test”, and particularly 
when it is conducted for top horses and 
riders, it seems to be fair to ask for a 
demonstration of different branches of 
Horsemanship. But all this has little in 
common with the practical training of 
colts for use by amateur riders. As a 
matter of fact, we should bear in mind 
that, while a mixture of different types 
of riding may be well within the ability 
of the best riders and horses of different 
nations, it is usually disastrous if prac- 
ticed by ordinary riders. Since the F. E. 
I. has at last abolished (last December) 
collected gaits in the Three Day Event 
competition, it is true that this test has 
become closer to what we ordinary 
trainers of hunters and jumpers try to 
do. But even so, the test of the First Day 
will have to undergo further moderniza- 


tion before it contains only those things 
essential to the education of a cross- 
country horse. 

On the whole, I think, you and I, who 
do not aim at participation in Interna- 
tional Competitions, will do better if we 
refrain from copying foreign formulae 
and depend on our knowledge of the lo- 
cal scene and on our common _ sense 
when training our children and horses. 


HOW TO PREPARE A 
PROGRAM RIDE 

Preparing a program ride test which 
will test riders or horses equally well 
(with the emphasis on fox-hunting and 
show hunters and jumpers, rather than 
on “ring riding”) one has to consider 
the following elements which enter into 
the making of such a competition. 

1) The size, shape and markings of the 
arena, Have you ever seen the Dressage 
tests of the Olympic Games? If you have, 
you know that the arena which is ap- 
proximately 65’ by 195’, while being per- 
fect for any level of Dressage of the 
ring type of riding, is not sufficiently 
large to demonstrate the ordinary move- 
ments of a good, boldly-moving hunter, 
and much too small to exhibit a gallop 
of even a moderate speed — or enough 
strides of it so that the judges may ar- 
rive at its fair evaluation. Therefore I 
would suggest an arena 125’ by 250’ for 
all tests except those for beginner-riders 
(particularly small children); for this 
latter category make an arena as small 
as you think is necessary for the safety 
of a particular group of contestants. 

The square corners of the Olympic 
Games’ arena are important only for a 
competition in manege type riding, 
where the ability to enter deeply into 
corners (at collected gaits) proves a cer- 
tain point. The freer and the faster the 
gait the less natural and even impossible 
it becomes for the horse to “make the 
corners’; consequently, in our type of 
riding the corners lose their importance. 
On the other hand, an oval arena is very 
advantageous for showing the results of 
schooling of a cross-country horse, for 
(if it is of the dimensions suggested a- 
bove) it enables the horse, for instance, 
to -— rather fast round it along the 
track (thus eliminating the ugly cutting 
of corners) and to keep up the gait long 
enough for the judges to evaluate it. 
Practical experience with arenas of both 
shapes and different dimensions made 
me finally decide in favor of the oval 
one, 125’ by 250’. 

The program ride may progress in a 
standard manner, that is from letter to 
letter. If so, judges, when testing a hunt- 
er, should not require the start and the 
termination of movements precisely on 
the letter. With free and occasionally 
fast movements such abruptness will 
call for rough riding unless both horses 
and riders have reached an advanced 
level of schooling. Normally riding 
should be done on the principle of grad- 
ual transitions. Therefore letters can be 
eliminated and the program run, for in- 
stance, somewhat like this:— “approxi- 
mately at the center of the next long 
side of the circle; at the completion of 
the circle start a canter; in the middle of 
the next short side take the middle line, 
etc.” Letters may also be replaced by 
numbers. It is for you to decide what 
suits your particular circumstances. 

2) Jumping must be a part of the pro- 
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gram ride. In your waeeting of a hunter 
or of a jumper obstacles played an all- 
important role, and so they must be 
—- in the test. True enough, the 
horse may demonstrate his jumping abil- 
ity during the next phase of the compe- 
tition, but it seems to me the trainer 
would also like to prove that his horse 
can take an occasional jump calmly and 
well as a part of his schooling routine. 
Furthermore, many show hunters, even 
working hunters, while performing 
smoothly over a course of jumps, are 
not as pleasantly manageable under the 
irregular riding conditions of actual fox- 
hunting. In order to prove that the 
horse in question is pleasant to ride over 
fences while gaits and speeds change, 
at least one obstacle should be taken at 
a trot and two at a canter. This will 
demonstrate the cooperation and handi- 
ness of the horse — qualities so much 
sought in a hunter and, as a matter of 
fact, in any jumping horse, These ob- 
stacles, by the way, also would be a 
means to further evaluate the rider’s 
control if the test is meant for riders 
and not horses. The presence of obsta- 
cles in the program-ride arena tells me 
at a glance that I am about to witness 
a competition related to field riding and 
jumping and not to ring riding.

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3) The relative importance of gaits 
and of different movements. The pro- 
gram ride for a hunter must first of all 
demonstrate free, efficient, flat gaits 
which are not tiring to the horse. In 
short, we want our hunters to move 
fairly close to the ground, which is just 
the opposite to what ring Dressage aims 
at. Certain manifestations of gaits and 
schooling movements are of greater in- 
terest and importance to us than others. 
Several of the schooling movements, 
which I shall mention in the process of 
making a program for a test, have not 
been discussed in my previous articles; 
this I intend to do in the next one. 

The walk. A free, fast walk is all-im- 
portant; slowing it down is of interest 
only because a slow walk offers the 
judges an opportunity to see how will- 
ingly the horse lengthens his stride a- 
gain (without breaking into a jiggle) 
when asked to do so. 

The trot. The most desirable is a free, 
calm, efficient, travelling trot, of about 
8 miles an hour, called ordinary. A fast 
trot (for a short period) shows the hor- 
se’s ability to lengthen his stride; basic- 
ally it is a schooling movement — if the 
rider wishes to travel fast he should 
canter, because the latter is easier on 
the horse. A slow trot, is important only 
when used in combination with the or- 
dinary trot to demonstrate transitions 
from one speed to another (the three- 
speeds-at-a-trot exercise). 

The gallop. An ordinary canter free, 
calm and fiat, of a speed of between 10 
and 12 miles an hour is of great impor- 
tance. So is the gallop of about 15 to 18 
miles an hour. The slow canter (practical 
on occasions) interests us primarily 
from the point of view of transitions to 
it and from it which, if well done, prove 
the horse’s ability to switch his weight 
back and forth, hence his ability to 
change quickly the length of his strides; 
he may need this on many occasions, as, 
for instance, when approaching an ob- 
stacle (three speeds at the gallop exer- 
cise). 

Turns. Circles or half-circles, small in 
size, and perforce executed at slow gaits, 
are of little interest to us. But large cir- 
cles (45’ in diameter for the trot) and 
particularly half-circles performed at 
the speed of an ordinary trot and an or- 
dinary canter or even somewhat faster 
(in which case the circles must be 65’ 
in diameter or larger), are of importance 
to us because many turns in field riding 
or show jumping are either half a circle 
or a part of it. So, while half-circles are 
more practical than circles, figures like 
a figure eight, are in this sense too arti- 
ficial. 

Another turn — a really short, 180 
degree turn, at the gallop (with momen- 
tary slowing down), often encountered 
in jumping competitions, also interests 
us and may be included in a program 
designed to test advanced horses. You 
may read about it in the next article. 

Turns in place, that is the half-turn 
on the forehand and the half-turn on the 
haunches, are seldom practically useful 
and do not represent powerful gymnas- 
tics in schooling; they merely teach cer- 
tain aids, which are later used at gaits 
or in jumping. However, in a schooling 
test at a low level they can be used to 
demonstrate the horse’s knowledge of 
leg and hand signals and his cooperation 
with them. On a higher level this know- 
ledge manifests itself in different move- 
ments at speed. In a low level test de- 
signed for riders these turns are useful 
to check on the rider’s use of his legs 
and hands and particularly the coopera- 
tion between them and the efforts of the 


horse. In tests on advanced levels they 
can sometimes be conveniently used for 
changing directions when, for one rea- 
son or another, it is desirable to have 
the rider change directions without gain- 
ing ground. 

Halts. Smooth halting from all gaits 
and standing calmly after halting are 
very desirable qualities in any horse and 
every test should include halts. Normal 
halting should be gradual. However, you 
may like to test an abrupt halt as an 
“emergency stop”’. 

A flying change of leads (just one) 
and a counter-gallop. Both of these 
movements are of practical importance 
in several circumstances. For instance, 
if a horse changes the lead over an ob- 
stacle and has to turn shortly afterwards 
to the side of the former lead, the know- 
ledge of both these movements gives 
him a choice of behavior. Consequently, 
one of these movements or both, if you 
have time, should be included in every 
advanced program-ride. A change of 
leads with interruption of the canter 
should be asked from less experienced 
horses and riders. The counter-gallop 
should be required only on wide turns. 

Two tracks. A relatively unimportant 
movement in schooling hunters and 
jumpers, this exercise is not essential 
in the program, However, it usually im- 
presses and amuses the audience, and 
if you know that the majority of contest- 
ants can execute it, you may like to have 
it in the test. If so, specify that the 
horses should not be collected for the 
execution of this movement. 

On the basis of the above considera- 
tions 1 have drawn up a program for a 
test. It aims to give a sensible program 
on the level of practical fox-hunting and 
show-jumping. It doesn’t necessarily re- 
present the best possible combination 
of movements and its elements may be 
rearranged to fit particular local condi- 
tions. 

Taking into consideration the time 
which the execution of such programs 
takes (this one takes about 6 minutes), 
I have not included every movement. 
On the other hand, whenever possible, 
I have tried to test the horse in various 
ways. For instance, one of the walks is 
asked on contact, the other on loose 
reins; one walk comes after a halt, the 
other is the result of a transition from a 
canter; one walk ends by starting a trot, 
the other by starting a canter; one 
change of leads is asked on a long 
straight line during a diagonal change 
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of directions across the arena, the other 
at the end of a half-circle, etc. 

The peculiar lettering of the arena 
was arrived at by retaining certain let- 
ters (only those necessary for the test) 
in their respective positions of the F. E. 
I. STATUTES — GENERAL REGULA- 
TIONS. I am not certain whether this 
lettering is important but I have used 
it, eee of those riders who partici- 
pate in other tests and are accustomed 
- find certain letters in certain posi- 
ions.

line of approach to the obstacle #I; 
gradually turn to this line. 

Take the obstacle #I at a trot; con- 
tinue trot on a straight line to the short 
side which is now facing you and upon 
reaching it gradually take track to the 
left; continue ordinary trot to H; at H 
fast trot to K; at K ordinary trot to A; 
at A slow trot to B; at B start ordinary 
canter and canter to F (almost once a- 
round the ring); at F change directions 
across the arena to S, negotiating ob- 
stacles # 2 and 3; canter to M. Nearing 
M you should be on the right lead; if 
not then interrupt the canter to change 
leads somewhere between H and C; at 
M change directions diagonally across 
the arena to K, changing leads in the 
center at X (preferably flying change); 
canter to B; at B half-circle (about 65’ 
in diameter) preserving the speed of the 
ordinary canter and change leads when 
nearing the side (preferably flying 
change); canter to A; at A walk, gradual- 
ly getting on loose reins! walk on loose 
reins to E; at E gradually pick up your 
reins and start a canter; canter to C; at 
C gradually increase the speed and gal- 
lop to A; at A gradually decrease the 
speed and canter (ordinary) to E; at E 
slow down the speed as much as you 
can without collecting your horse; slow 
canter to C; at C, maintaining a slow 
canter, make a short turn to the middle 
line and continue slow canter to X; at 
X halt, back six steps then start ordinary

It would be helpful to both judges 
and contestants if the printed program 
were to include a list of directives. Such 
a list, for instance, might run like this:-- 

1) At all gaits the horse should remain 
calm and should move with long, flat, 
free strides (except at slow speed); his 
head and neck must be stretched for- 
ward. 

2) The whole ride should be executed 
on “soft contact” or “on the bit’, except 
when “loose reins” are requested. 

3) All transitions, including halts, 
should be made gradually, except when 
an abrupt transition is called for in the 
program; consequently the rider should 
begin to work toward a transition before 
reaching the designated letter. 

4) The speed of the ordinary trot is 
about 8 m.p.h. The speed of the fast 
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trot may be no more than 10 m.p.h.; it 
is not speed but a lengthening of the 
stride which the horse must exhibit dur- 
ing the so-called “fast” trot. The speed 
of the slow trot is almost as slow as the 
fast walk — which is approximately 4 
m.p.h. 

The speed of the ordinary canter as 
between 10 and 12 m.p.h. The speed of 
the gallop is between 15 and 18 m.p.h. 
The speed of the slow canter should be 
somewhat slower than that of an ordin- 
ary trot, or about 6 m.p.h. 

5) During circles and turns the horse’s 
neck must remain straight and the head 
either straight or very slightly turned in 
the direction of the turn. 

6) While changing leads (flying or 
with intermediate strides of a trot or 
walk) the horse’s spine must remain 
straight and the horse must continue to 
move straight on.the track.

Depending uppn local circumstances 
you may find it necessary to enlarge 
gy the above list of explanatory notes. 
If to your program ride you wish to add 
a second phase of jumping, perhaps 
over an outside course or cross country, 
then I would suggest your considering 
a test called “PRIX CAPRILLI” which is 
described in the General Regulations of 
the F. E. I. on pages 102, 110, 111 and 
112. e

Painting a Horse 





W. Smithson Broadhead 


I hope it will not be “as weary as a 
thrice-told tale vexing the ear of a 
drowsy man,” when 1 try to answer 
that so often asked question, “What’s 
the most outstanding horse you ever 


painted?” 
Owners, trainers and jockeys have 
certainly been confronted with much 


the same question. Whatever others may 
consider, | feel that one’s own opinion 
whether owner, trainer, jockey or paint- 
er, is worthy of regard. 

What’s a great horse to an owner? 
That should be easy. Just a stakes win- 
ner and a success at stud? Yes, but some 
can be truly sentimental about a horse. 
The trainer? The thrill and reputation 
of success—and (should one mention it?) 
the percentage. Much the same must go 
for the riders, plus the added exhilara- 
tion and feel of a winner. 

The horse painter is in quite another 
stall. Perhaps one does glean some kud- 
os after painting one of the “greats,” 
but there are animals which, if not in 
the top drawer, may give the painter 
great delight in putting on canvas. 
Horse painters are not horse snobs. A 
shaggy grey pony in sunlight against 
a dark sky can spell endless joy and 
entertainment as well as a thousand 
problems to solve. 

Horse painting is often portraiture, 
but it should also be picture making. 
(Otherwise, why not have a photograph?) 
As for the great equestrian painters of 
the past,—Stubbs, Ben Marshall and 
a host of others—it little matters (except 
to the “Blood lines” expert and the 
historian), what was even the name of 
the horse depicted. They are, apart from 
historic or other interest, first of all, 
fine paintings. They have artistic value. 

It is not too often realized by the lay- 
man that the greater portion of a horse 
painting is composed of landscape and 
sky. It is no easy problem to blend and 
harmonize the color of a horse into the 
background, to avoid that stamp on an 
envelope look. 

But this is not intended to be an art 
lesson. Let’s get back to the most in- 
teresting and distinguished horse I have 
(in my opinion) ever painted. I could 
mention many noteworthy names of 
both owners and horses, but of all I con- 
fess that my experience and contact with 
Brown Jack and all his associates was to 
say the least, memorable. 

Ivor Anthony and Mrs. Aubrey Hast- 
ings—joint trainers of Brown Jack— 
were happy, helpful collaborators. Every- 
thing, including the weather, was to my 
satisfaction. At Wroughton I had fallen 
into a horse-painter’s paradise. Brown 
Jack at the time of my painting had al- 
ready achieved the impossible by win- 
ning the Queen Alexander Stakes, 23% 
miles on the flat, five consequtive times. 
Each morning I watched him gallop 
over the ancient turf—a smooth run- 
ning, suspended, brown ball with pony 
head and pricked ears. His glossy 
coat mirrored the morning sky. 

At the home stable B. J. was a char- 
acter. He took a lively interest in all 
about him. The top half of his stable 
door was always open (something un- 
usual in England). He watched the ten- 





nis games across from his box with the 
interest of a Wimbledon fan. When 
relaxed he sat, literally sat, on his iron 
manger and dozed. ; 

The job of painting B. J. was a festi- 
val of all a painter could wish for. The 
old boy seemed to know what I wanted 
of him—he was a perfect model. As I 
painted, a number of heads watched 
from the boxes, silent critics, includ- 
ing that giant Kellsboro Jack, Grand 
National winner. I was in good company. 
My eye was somewhat put out when 
Garrett, B. J.'s boy, led him from his 
box. Alfie Garrett was a six-footer, a 
handsome young man, but being so tall 
he made B. J. look like a pony. y 

It would be unfair to even mention 
B. J. without coupling his name with 
the incomparable Steve Donohue, his 
jockey. Steve, I knew well. He “sat” 
for me a number of times—a great, 
gentle, lovable, generous little gentle- 
man. There was an indescribable union 
between Steve and B. J. which won the 
hearts of England and Queen Alexander 
Stakes six times in succession. 

The story of B. J. has already been 
became the Darling of the Gods. Paint- 
ing B. J. was more than a commission, 
well recorded—the ugly duckling that 
it was a great privilege and a memory 
I now cherish. 

Having made an effort to explain the 
joys of painting under perfect condi- 
tions, it occurs to me that a little about 
the other side of the medal might be of 
interest. Let’s suppose that one has a 
“very nice” commission to paint a horse 
of distinction, interesting in color, a 
good model, with some freedom regard- 
ing the background. The subject is a 
T. B. in training. Now the fun can really 
begin. 

First of all, having the number of 
the race track barn is usually of little 
help. Who is the jester who paints 
numbers on barns? Guided by Pinker- 
tons, grooms of all sizes and colors, one 
does eventually find the required loca- 
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tion, often only to find that “They’s on 
the track.” An hour’s wait and the 
string returns. 

On introducing oneself to the trainer 
—you can pick him out since he is the 
only fellow without a cloth rub fag 
hanging from his backside pocket—the 
very air can become stagnant. He, with 
lowered head, shuffling feet and side- 
long glower, remains silent—it seems 
for an age. I can see the whites of his 
eyes—a little bloodshot. I read his mind. 
I am a no good nobody about to inter- 
rupt the routine of his stable and 
change his luck. 

Eventually with a sinister rattle in 
his throat, he whispers hoarsely “Have 
you ever heard of the jinx?’’ Oh, have 
I! I know him well, both here and over 
the seas. He steps on my heels wherever 
I go. One tries to giggle that off, but 
this idea, this legend, this superstitious, 
that once a horse is painted he will 
never again enter the white winning 
circle, is a real menace to a painter. 
Recently, a very successful trainer, of 
more than average intellect, when I 
told him I was commissioned to paint a 
portrait of a certain great horse in his 
care, replied “I am not superstitious, 
but I won’t take a chance.” I am left 
speechless. Even if you get as far as 
having the horse “sit” for you, the nerv- 
ous trainer, and I know he has every 
reason to be, hangs around chanting 
“How long will you be?”—‘“The flies 
are bad.” The sun is either too much, 
(I know, I am painting a stareing coat!) 
or not enough, damn the clouds. “It’s 
a cold wind’—“‘He should be resting 
now.” Tomorrow could I have him? “Oh, 
no he’s working.” 

There is often a spot of bother get- 
ting a boy to hold a horse, a jockey to 
pose. He has usually just flown to 
California or is locked up in a sweat 
box. I tell you it’s fun. Actually, I am 
proud to be able to number among my 
friends a goodly number of trainers, 
in all a hearty bunch. Funny thing, in 
spite of all their worries and anxieties, 
you never hear them boast of their 
uclers. 

There are certain owners who frankly 
accept the myth of the jinx and bar all 
approaches of hoss-painters until the 
chosen animal has finished with the 
track. Then it’s getting winterish. The 
famed one has now a winter coat, a 
couple of inches long. He and I stand in 
the cold windy end of the Fall, shiver-

For a hobby, 
the equestrian artist should stick to 
horse-painting— it’s a full time job. 

There was a time in my past when 
I did “quite a bit” of portrait painting 
—Royal Academy and all that. It, too, 
has its bothers.—a long story in itself.

I have nothing on my mind but the 
tantalizing pleasure of trying to create 
a picture.
